Blair presumably will confer 
with Attorney General John M. 
Dalton on legal procedure. The 
courts, including the State Su- 
preme Court, could be used for 
test. cases in the event that the 
Governor sends the Highway Pa- 
trol on raids.

Seven hundred busses and 
trucks and more than 800 bullock 
carts provided round trips free 
to spots along the route from 
Palam airport to Rashtrapati

Eisenhower will spend his five 
nights in India. 


Nine special trains brought 
spectators from points as far 
away as 200 miles. Thousands 
upon thousands came by foot. 
Schools and offices closed at 


noon. 

More than 3000 pairs of flags— 
the Stars and Stripes and the 
orange, white and green banner 
of India—flapped together along 
the route from the airport to 
the presidential palace. 

Mercants who normally decor- 
ate only for Diwali, the Hindu 
Festival of Lights in October, 
strung thousands upon thousands 
of light bulbs to turn the Indian 
dusk into a glittering fairyland 
of color.

It was expected that Connor 
would be questioned about cross- 
licensing agreements with other 
drug manufacturing companies 
which were described yesterday 
by Dixon as violations of the 
anti-trust laws.

Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, subcommit- 
tee chairman, pointed out that 
no patent on the drugs had ever 
been issued to the Schering 
Corp., to which the other com- 
panies paid a 3 per cent roy- 
alty for three years. The other 
companies had been doing re- 
to search in the same field, they 

said. ' 

Senator Kefauver expressed 
the opinion that Schering Corp. 
was collecting royalties on a 
patent it did not have, and 
asked if the restrictive provis- 
a} ions were not illegal. 

It was brought out yesterday 
in testimony of Francis C. 
|Brown, president of Schering 
Corp., that under the cross-licen- 
sing agreements the other com- 
panies sold the drugs in package 
form and that only the Upjohn 
Co. marketed them in bulk. 

Committee counsel contended 
that this was required under the 
agreements and prevented small 
competitors from obtaining the 
drug. Brown differed in his inter- 
pretation of the contract lan- 
guage on the form in which the 
drugs could be sold, saying it 
was not restrictive. 

During Brown’s examination, a 
subcommittee staff study was 
produced to support its statement 
that Schering bought bulk predni-

Pfizer & Co. for prednisolone.

GARDIOGRAM ON WHALE | 


BELIEVED TO BE SUCCESS 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 
9 (UPI)—Scientists are studying 
the results of what is believed 
to have been the first success- 
ful cardiogram performed on a 
whale. The cardiogram was per- 
formed Sunday on a 44-foot 
whale which was washed ashore 
off Cape Cod, 

“We got what we think are 
excellent recordings,” a spokes-

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WIINESS CITES 
TAX DODGINE BY 
SELF-EMPLOYED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (UPI)— 
The House Ways ‘and Means 
Committee was told yesterday 
that a new study indicates that 
the average self-employed per- 
son has been reporting -only 
about 75 cents of every dollar in 
earnings for federal income tax 
purposes. 

C. Harry Kahn of Rutgers Uni- 
versity testified this meant that 
about 10 billion dollars a year in 
income was not reported by 
farmers, business proprietors 
and self-employed professional 
persons on their tax returns for 
1955, 1956 and 1957. 


The same study showed that 
employes receiving salaries or 
wages reported to the tax col- 
lector about §7 cents of every 
dollar in. earnings in the same 
period, Kahn said. Such employes 
generally are subject to with- 
holding taxes and have relatively 
little outside income. 


Kahn told the committee, 
which is studying possible re- 
vision in the tax laws, that the 
study was made by the National 
Bureau of Economic Research, 

Kahn said it showed non-re- 
ported income was_ greatest 
among farmers. He said they re- 
ported only 56 cents of every 
dollar of earnings in 1955 and 
66 cents in 1957. Other self-em- 
ployed persons on an average 
reported 81 cents of each dollar 
in 1955 and 84 cents in 1957, the 
study showed. 


The figures were arrived at by 
comparing Government income 
statistics for various groups with 
the amount they actually re- 
ported on their tax returns. Gen- 
erous allowances were made for 
the fact that some of this jn- 
come was received by persons 
who were not subject to income 
tax. 

Another panelist told the com- 
mittee the Government is losing 
nearly a billion dollars a year 
because of the failure of taxpay- 
ers to report all dividend and 
interest income. 

Daniel M. Holland, economics 
professor at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, said tax- 
payers in 1957 failed to report 
$3,500,000,000 in interest which 
should have been reported. He 
said about $900,000,000 in divi- 
dends was not reported.

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KIRKWOOD PLAN 
PARKING BAR ON 
KRKWOOD ROAD 


Parking on Kirkwood road 
would be prohibited under a traf- 
fic plan indorsed yesterday by 
the Kirkwood Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The proposed parking bar was | 
part of an eight-point program 
designed to reduce congestion 
and provide more parking space | 
in the Kirkwood business district. 

Kirkwood Police Chief Max A. 
Durbin, who developed the plan 
with Robert G. Reim, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, | 
said the plan would provide 1000. 
more parking spaces than are | 
now available in the business dis- | 
trict, even though parking on 
Kirkwood road would be elimi- 
nated. 

The parking bar on Kirkwood | 
would be from Bodley avenue on 
the north to Clinton avenue on 
the south. This nine-block stretch 
now contains parking meters, | 
which can be used during non | 
rush hours. 

Some features of the plan will 
require authorization by the city 
council. Mayor William L. Bert- 

hold said the council would 
probably begin discussion of the 
plan at its meeting today. 

To offest the loss of parking 
space on Kirkwood road, the 
plan envisions that the city 
would lease areas behind the 
stores in the business district 
and pave them for parking. 

The city would patrol the lots 
to see that they are not used for 
all-day parking, and signs would 
be put up on Kirkwood road 
showing where the off-street . 
parking facilities were located. 

Under the plan, traffic on Kirk- 
wood road would be permitted to 
make left turns at the seven in- 
tersections between Weeeageen | 
and Monroe avenues. 

The number of parking meters. 
On streets intersecting Kirkwood | 
road in the business district | 
would be increased. 

The size of the island in the | 
canter of Argonne avenue would 
be reduced to allow angle park- | 
ing, the city would attempt. te | 
lease a 25-car parking lot on 
Argonne, east of Kirkwood road, 
from the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, and merchants and their 
employes would be encouraged 
to use a special parking lot for 
which they could obtain parking 
permits for $30 a year.

Gssigned, by Presidential request, -

Secretary of Labor Mitchell is on the right 
track in urging that the two sides in the steel 
contract negotiations “agree mutually and 
voluntarily” to call a third party into the dis- 
pute. Attitudes of labor and management 
have become so hardened that it is now diffi, 
cult to see a way out for either side unless a 
fresh approach can be undertaken. 


Mr. Mitchell’s three suggested methods for 
bringing in outside help are: appointment of 
a special conciliation board, calling the direc- 
tor of the Federal Mediation Service into the 
controversy, and submitting the unresolved 
issues to binding arbitration. tnherent in 
Mr. Mitchell’s proposal is the philosophy he 
expressed in a speech last week. He said: 


I have the feeling that the public is going 
to insist that its own interest be added to 
the others (labor and management) and that 
a chair be set for the public at the nation’s 
bargaining tables. 


As the struggle in steel has shown, the 
Taft-Hartley Act is serviceable up to a point 
but breaks down in a deadlock: It contains 
insufficient protection for the public, which 


becomes directly involved when strikes occur 


in such basic industries as steel. In a New 
York address Tuesday Adlai Stevenson made 
the point that with the development of in- 
dustry-wide bargaining, decisions affecting the 
entire economy are made by a small group of 
men sitting at a single table. Mr. Stevenson 
said the public “is entitled to be represented 
at that table.” 

Mr. Stevenson’s approach, a refinement of 
proposals he made in 1952, merits renewed 
attention by the public, and by Congress 
when it considers the necessary revision of 
Taft-Hartley. 

The heart of his plan remains what it was 
seven years ago—the “choice of procedures” 
approach. This he views as mediation with 
teeth in it, and with the opportunity for effec- 
tive assertion of the public interest. He held 
in 1952 that when voluntary agreement proves 
impossible the President should have a choice 
of procedures: seizure, arbitration, a detailed 
hearing and recommendation of settlement, 
or a return of the dispute to the parties. The 
alternatives would enable the President to 
exert pressure for a settlement because the 
disputants would not know in advance what 
course he might pursue; under Taft-Hartley, 
procedures are rigidly formalized. 

To the 1252 proposals, Mr. Stevenson now 
adds another. He would give the President 
authority to convene a special “Board of Pub- 
lic Responsibility” well in advance of the 
strike date. The board would meet with the 
parties, inform them of the public interest, 
advise the President, and perform mediation 
functions if indicated. If mediation failed, it 
would recommend further action to the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Stevenson would include in the 
choice of procedures that could be recom- 
mended the possibility of no further action, 
if the situation permitted it. Thus neither 
side could rely even on being “taken off the 
hook,” and each side would be further stimu- 
lated to bargain in earnest. 

Mr. Stevenson may not have the final an- 
swer, but his views provide an excellent start- 
ing point for a discussion. His method pro- 
vides for proteeting the.public interest, and 
while it may seem obvious that this should be 
an objective, it is satisfying to hear a Repub- 
lican Secretary of Labor and a two-time Dem- 


ocratic Presidential nominee proclaiming it.’ 


Advice From a Contemporary 


Act your age! That, in effect, is what Mrs. 
Roosevelt s2idito former. President Truman 
when’ Mr. Truman denounced ynidentified 
“Johnny-come-lately liberals” in ‘the Demo- 
cratic party. As for her, said Mrs. Roosevelt, 
she welcomes every kind of liberal, and she 
added (without being mean enough to be 
specific) “those of us who are a little bit 
clder” may have something to learn from 
them.

Far-Distant Tongues 


At 19 colleges this year, the Government is 
assisting in six-language pilot programs in- 
volving study of Arabic, Chinese, Hindustani, 
Japanese, Portuguese and Russian. Howard 
University students are studying Swahili and 
Yoruba. At Columbia, the Uralic-Altaic dia- 
lects are receiving special attention and at 
Yale, the Burmese and Indonesian languages. 

Why the sudden emphasis on strange and 


far-distant tongues? Educators and the Gov-.. 
ernment alike have recognized that these 


languages are no longer distant and should 
not seem entirely strange in a nation which 
has ascended to world leadership. It is not 
enough to grant that the United States has 
neglected foreign languages. An important 
secondary fact is that we have emphasized a 
few Western languages—but two billion per- 
sons speak other tongues. And few of us 
can talk with many of them. 

Despite radio and jet transportation, the 
world will not get much smaller for a people 
who cannot communicate with others effec- 
tively. Americans are beginning to learn 
that along with French and Urdu and Swahili. 


Our Paraproprietal Society 


In a report written for the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund, the Rev. Paul P. Harbrecht, S.J., 


suggests a term, the “paraproprietal” society, © 


to describe new concepts of ownership and 
private property developing in the United 
States. He means by this a society beyond 
. property, emerging through the rapid growth 
of pension funds in private industry. These 
total more than 39 billion dollars and are in- 
creasing at the rate of four billions a year, 


' according to the Harbrecht report figures. 


In support of the suggested descriptive term, 
the author notes that pension funds represent 
large aggregations of wealth that are neither 
public nor private property—they are “owned” 
by no one in a meaningful sense. ” 
More than.a fourth of the nation’s working 
population is covered by all types of private 
pension plans. The funds exert an influence 
on the level of savings, the capital markets 
and the buying spares of workers. 


published figures showing that public and 
private pension funds had reserves of 70 bil- 
lion dollars and that an additional six billions 
a year were being put aside for future bene- 
fits. Pension funds were a negligible item 
only 25 years ago. The funds are expected 
to grow for at least another decade, and the 
various organizations that have financed stud- 
ies of them are performing a public service. — 


Harvesting the ‘Loot’ } 
In the last few weeks newsmen have been 

harvesting a bumper crop of stories about 

payments, direct and indirect, for TV and 


radio plugs, contracts granted by friendly 


public officials, golfing jaunts to the Bahamas 


by military officers and ¢ivilians, too, official 


and unofficial junkets to hither and yon, and 
the defense of expense accounts and business 
entertainment as legitimate tax deductions, 
In the last few weeks also a good many—~ 
not all—purchasing agents, traffic managers, 
department store buyers and the like have 
started the harvest of the year’s biggest crop 
of what they tather inelegantly call “loot.” 


This means Christmas: gifts ranging from, 


trinkets and 25-cent ball-point pens to cases 
of whisky, jewelry and what not. And much 
of this comes from those who on occasion 
have picked up a fairly big restaurant check, 
if not a hotel bill. 

Donors and donees, for the most part, take 
the “loot” for granted. They see nothing par- 
ticularly wrong in the giving or in the receiv- 
ing. It is a regular business activity. 

Yet a public official will be embarrassed— 
or worse—if he draws publicity for accepting 
“loot” which many a businessman would take 
for granted. Is there a double standard here? 
Granted that when gifts induce an official 
to show unwarranted favoritism, he is betray- 
ing a public trust. But are such blandish- 
ments all right in private transactions? Is it 
economic to run up costs by basing sales on 
factors other than ‘quality and price? 

Some of the “loot,” the smaller and less 
expensive items, may be genuine gifts, be- 
yond exception. But when items run into 
real money those who give and those who re- 
ceive are aware of it, and they also must be 
aware of the motives involved. The givers 
may say that they are forced to it by their 
competitors. The receivers may say that every- 
body is doing it; that since gifts come from 
one and all, they offset each other. Yet they 
know they have received something extra. 

Nobody wants to be puritanical, quixotic 
or unrealistic. Still it is impossible not to de- 
plore the extent of this way of doing busi- 
ness. There is a touch of cheapness about 
it, something which falls short of rectitude 
and honor, something which leaves a_ bad 
taste. And it can be worse than that. — It 
may come to corruption or fraud—especially 
when it is charged to Uncle Sam. Perhaps 
Uncle Sam, should tighten up the rules in the 
process of revising the income tax laws. We 
might do better with a little less “loot.” 


Who Goes to the Theater 


Some rather startling insight into what may 
be the trouble with the American theater has 
been gained in a market survey in New York 
by Playbill; the weekly magazine and program 
for theatergoers. A Manhattan College busi- 
ness school team conducted 17,000 interviews 
over a 52-week period. It learned that fewer 
than a fourth of Broadway theatergoers come 
from outside a 50-mile radius, and that half 
the patrons are from families with incomes of 
more than $10,000 a year. 

This is not a picture of a theater that can 
pretend either to reflect or to influence na- 
tional taste—or to enjoy the popular support 
a healthy theater requires, It is, to the con- 
trary, the picture of a theater geographically 
insular and financially stratified. Yet itis the 
font of the country’s legitimate productions. 

Perhaps the Playbill. survey will indicate 
why legitimate theater is no more successful 
than it is throughout the country. A stage so 
cloistered tends to become formalized and 
sterile. It needs to grow up out of audiences 
in New Orleans and Dallas, Los Angeles and 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Minneapolis—includ- 
ing plenty of incomes under $10,000. For 
vigor, for pertinence and for effect, the thea- 
ter will need to look a little deeper into the 
country than away out west in Jersey. 


Jet Pilots at Three-score 


The ruling of the Federal Aviation Agency 
that starting next March 15 airline pilots 
must quit flying at the age of 60 is reason- 
able and should contribute to safety. There 
is no proof that pilot age is a factor in air- 
line accidents, as: FAA Administrator E. R. 
Quesada pointed out in announcing the new 
order. But as he also said, “sudden incapaci- 
tation due primarily to heart attack and 
strokes . . . becomes significantly more fre- 
quent in any group reaching age’60.” Med- 
ical examinations often fail to warn individ- 
uals of what is impending. | 

The ruling will. be a hardship on some 
pilots (Mr. Quesada estimated that about 40 
would be grounded) but this must be meas- 
ured against the public welfare. When many 
corporation executives are required to relin- 
quish desk jobs and retire at the age of 65, 
even though they are in good physical con- 
dition, it does not seem extreme to ask that 
a man engaged in the exacting task of flying 
a jet plane 550 miles an hour with up to 165 
passengers give up the controls at 60.

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Has the Time Come to Adopt the Metric System? 


Britain Considers It for Coinage, Could Set Example on Measures 


An Editorial 
From The Chicago Daily Tribune 


Recent years have been prosperous 
in Britain, and one can only guess at 
how much greater the prosperity 
would have been if the time and ef- 
fort of Englishmen had not: been 
wasted adding up awkward columns 
of pounds, shillings and pence. 

To make matters worse, the elec- 
tronic computers which have proved 
useful in banks and industries else- 
where can’t cope with 12 pence to the 

shilling and 20 
shillings to the

sult, more and 
(ie more Englishmen, 
particularly. bank- 
ers, would Jike to 
make 
worth 100 pence, 
10 pence to the shilling. 

Britain’s currency system is a mix- 
ture of Roman values and Teutonic 
terms. The basic Roman coin was a 
silver denarius. Twelve of them were 
worth one gold solidus, and 240 of 
them weighed one pound, or a libra. 

Before the Roman invasion, the Eng- 
lish used pennies and shillings, the 
number of pence to the shilling vary-

ing with time and place. When the 
Romans brought their coins, the de- 
narius was called a penny (but is still 
abbreviated to d.), and the solidus was 
called a shilling (but is still identified 
by the slanted line known as a solid- 
us). When the pound became a unit of 
currency, it was abbreviated by a sort 
of L,- for Libra. 

‘Other countries which had used the 
Roman system began to discard it 
when they adopted the Arabic system 
of numerals, which is more readily 
adaptable to arithmetic than the Ro- 
man system (have you tried multiply- 
ing LXXVI by XIX?), 

Mediterranean countries divided the 
libra (or lira) into 100 parts, and 
France substituted a decimal system 
for its livres, gous, arid deniers during 


, the revolution, when it sensibly insti- 


tuted the metric system of weights 
and measures as well. 

Even former British colonies have 
deserted the ranks. Canada has long 
had a dollar of 100.cents, and so now 
do the British: West Indies, Hong Kong, 
and Malaya. British East Africa uses 
a shilling of 100 cents. Cyprus has a 
pound of 1000 mills. Ceylon has a 
rupee of 100 cents, -and India recently 
adopted a rupee of 100 “new pice.” 

But England and few loyal countries 


have stuck by the old system and 
have rationalized their affection for it 
by pointing out that it permits division 
into 2, 3, 4, 6, or 12 parts, and is thus 
better ‘suited than thé decimal system 
for pricing, purchasing, and relating 
annual and monthly figures. 


This may be true, but there is no 
point fighting the fact that man was 
born with 10 fingers and has become 
attached to the decimal system of 
,numbers. 


If the British décide that their cur- 
rency is, indeed, outdated, they will 
be wiser.te change it than to wait for 
the world to adopt a duodecimal sys- 
tem of numbérs, whatever its attrac- 
tions may be. 


At ‘the same. time the Dnited States 
is in no position to carp. If Britain 
gets. up the momentum to.throw out 
its hallowed coinage system, might it 
not also junk its pounds, ounces, gal- 
lons, quarts, acres, and miles, and 
substitute the metric system all around? 

We would. then be the only stick-in- 
the-mud using our present cumber- 
some system of weights and measures. 


We are free to shift to the metric 
system whenever we like, because it 
was made legal in this ‘country by Con- 
gress in 1866, 


Forester for the State From. the Missouri Conservationist 


In the 1920s, Missouri’s Ozarks were 
a much different land than we know 
today. Most of the virgin timber had 
been logged off and woods burning was 
the universal custom—it was consid- 
ered essential for clearing land and 
making pasture. ; | 


A few far-sighted persons recognized 
that the real potential for these cut- 
over lands was another crop of timber 
and the recreation which that timber 
would provide. By ‘establishing a 
State Forester in the Department of 
Agriculture they attempted to control 
woods fires. They acquired parks and 
state forests through the Fish and 
Game Department. They built a few 
lookout towers, and hired some fire 
fighters—but it was not the beginning 
of a successful forestry program. For 


after a few years of fruitless efforts 
to stop woods burning, after the 
Legislature refused to appropriate any 
more money, after federal matching 
funds were withdrawn, these few 
“dreamers” had to give up.. In a final 
report appeared these words of defeat:

PRESIDENT TiAS 
IDEAS ON TWO 
NEW TOP POSTS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower is reported 
to be considering two ideas for 
modernizing the top-level execu- 
tive organization of the Govern- 
ment. 

They are: 

Creation of a First Secretary 
of the Governrhent, a sort of 
super-secretary, who would out- 
rank Cabinet members and the 
Vice President and who would 
take over much foreign policy 
detail now handled personally 
by the President. 

A “‘business manager,” who 
would rank at Cabinet level 
and who would co-ordinate 
many domestic programs now 
involving several agencies and 
departments. 

Idea of Several Years. 

The President has been think- 
ing along these lines for several 
years, White House associates 
say, but his ideas are not yet in | 
a concrete form for submission | 
to Congress. 

Mr. Eisenhower has spoken | 
publicly of his thoughts in this | 
field from time to time. He has 
made it clear that any execu-

My father worked on a farm when he was 9. He 
weeded from dawn until 8:30 a.m. Then he went to 
school; and when he got out, he weeded until sun- 
down.

[ had many jobs before I left school, and I learned 
from every one of them. I worked in a grocery store;

The importance of part-time work at this stage of life 
is more a matter of discipline than money.

Gayle was 16 a week ago and she asked me if, next 
summer, she might be permitted to sling hash and hot-dogs 
in a local beanery. I said yes. It will not hurt her to stand 
behind a counter and learn to obey a hundred different 
orders a day. I’d like to be around when a customer pushes 
the first hamburger back and says: “I said well-done!” 

The only case I know in which summer work did not 
prove profitable was Jay Cook’s son. The boy asked for 
permission to work and the father had no objection, The 
kid went all over looking for a nice outdoor position, one in 
which sun and muscles would figure.

Author Willie Snow Ethridge Took Close Look at Soviet, Even Ate Caviar for Breakfast

NEW YORK, Dec. 9. 

WILLIE SNOW ETHRIDGE, 
a 59-year-old grandmother who 
enjoys life with all the zest of a 
teen-ager, decided to take a look 
at Russia. Not content to travel 
the usual Intourist circuit, she 
explored the Russian way of life 
all the way from Leningrad on 
the Baltic to Odessa in the 
Ukraine, Yalta on the Black Sea, 
Sochi in the Caucasus and Lake 
Ritsa in the mountains of 
Georgia. 

She traveled the Don-Volga 
Canal. She ate cucumbers and 
caviar for breakfast. She took 
her turn in the public baths 
where Russian women scru 
each other’s backs with fistfuls 
of rovcth golden grass called 
mochalka. She attended a wed- 
ding party at the Department of 
Marriage Registrations and 
danced with the’ woman judge 
who performed ‘the ceremony. 
She went to a Russian race track 
and generally had a high fine 
time in the land not overly pub- 
licized as the place to go for a 
picnic. 

With a sense of humor that 
makes for delightful reading, 
Mrs. Ethridge wrote a book 
about her romp throuch Russia. 
Recently published by Simon and 
Schuster, her book, ‘Russian 
Duet,”” does not take the can- 
descending view of many who 
have written of their travels to 
the U.S.S.R. She found much to 
admire in the country and in the 
people. But she detests Commu- 
nism and defended the American 
system with considerable heat 
and perhaps some _ persuasion 
whenever she found it attacked 
by the Russien- 

A Southerner by birth, educa- 
tieg Od ritrr: she is the 
wife of Mark Ethridge, publish- 
er of the Louisviile Courier Jour- 
nal and Times. In addition to 
being a wife and mother, run- 
ning a house and accompanying 
her husband on foreign missions 
for the United States Govern- 
ment, she has written 10 books 
and enjoyed considerable success 
on the lecture platform. 

“There are too many people 
writing only what they think the 
American public wants to read 
about Russia,” Mrs. Ethridge 
said the other day on a visit to 
New York to confer with her 
publisher about her next writing 
venture. 

“They write about such things 
as how poorly the Russians are 
dressed or how many women 
they see doing men’s work. This 
is true but it is absurd to give 
just one side of the picture. The 
fact that many Russians are 
poorly dressed is really so un- 
important. The important thing 
is that their spirits: are high. 
They’re mad about Communism 
and they’re happy under it. Why 
shouldn’t they be? They’ve never 
known our kind of freedom. And 
as things get better for them all 
the time the happier they are 
with their system and what it is 
accomplishing and the less like- 
ly we are to change them. 

“We will never condone or 
minimize the horrible things the 
Communists have done but we 
are going to have to learn to 
live with the Russian people and 
it’s high time .we gct over our 
notion that they’re just a nation 
of barbarians.”

Mrs. Ethridge says that she, 
like many others, went to the 
Soviet Union with the idea that 
the Russians would be ‘‘dour, 
grim, heavy minded and lacking 
all sense of humor.” 

“I was thoroughly unprepared 
for Russia,” she admits. “It 
came as a shock to me. Gener- 
ally spcaking I found the people 
lively, friendly and full of gaiety 
and humor. Somehow. I was even 
shoc!xed to find so many flowers 
in Russia. I just had never 
associated Russia with flowers, 
but I saw acres of roses and 
acres of begonias.”’ 


Mrs. Ethridge says that it 
makes her impatient ‘to find 
that her audience freezes the 
minute she says a “mildly 
kind thing about Russia.” 
Americans seem willing to lis- 
ten when fun is poked at Rus- 
sian customs, when criticism 
is made of Russian hotels or 
food or service. But Mrs. Eth- 
ridge, a seasoned traveler, took 
Russian ways in stride. She ate 
borscht until sfie bulged and 
reveled in the idea of having 
caviar and cucumbers for 
breakfast. 


Mrs. Ethridge made her jour- 
ney to Russia with Nila Magi- 
doff, who was born of Russian 
peasants and grew up under 
Stalin’s rule. Mrs. Magidoff, who 
became ‘102 per cent American’”’ 
when she married Robert Magi-

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doff, once an Associated Press 
correspondent and later chief of 
the National Broadcasting Co. 
bureau in Moscow, left Russia 
with her husband in 1948 when 
he was expelled, charged with 
spying for the United States. 
Mrs. Ethridge’s eighth book, 


. “Nila,” was the story of Mrs. 


Magidoff, who before her mar- 
riage to Magidoff spent many 
months..in-Russian_ prisons. _In 
her tenth book, ‘‘Russian Duet,”’ 
Mrs. Ethridge includes Mrs. 
Magidoff’s efforts to find her 
family on her first trip to her 
homeland after a 10-year ab- 
sence. 


Mrs. Ethridge and Mrs. Magi- 
doff spent roughly two months 
behind the Iron Curtain, includ- 
ing their journey on, the Soviet 
ship Batory. Their fellow passen- 
gers aboard the Batory were 
mostly Russians displaced by 
World War II who were volun- 
tarily returning to the Soviet 
Union. 

From the time the ship sailed 
from Montreal until she boarded 
a Russian jet for Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, on the homeward journey, 
Mrs. Ethridge kept a detailed 
diary. Into her book from this 
diary went page after page of ob- 
servations on the Russian scene 
and way of life. Mrs. Ethridge 
noticed everything from the sani- 
tary facilities on a _ collective 
farm to the amazing “urban re- 
newal”’ of Stalingrad. 


Some Fine Clowning by Sid Caesar

NEW YORK, Dec. 9. 


SID CAESAR, a really great 

clown, is back this season with 
occasional hour-long shows in 
the U. S. Steel Theater Guild 
of the Air period (KMOX-TV, 9 
p.m. Wednesday) and last week 
he devoted the hour to a gay 
spoof on marriage, one of the 
best comedy shows of the sea- 
son. . 
The first sketch—marriage in 
the 90s and now—was a weighty, 
awkward affair — one of those 
ideas that sounds funny on paper 
but doesn’t really come off. How- 
ever, the show picked up great 
momentum in the second sketch, 
‘Surprise Marriage,” a savage 
burlesque of TV’s “Bride and 
Groom.”*’ 

Caesar is doing a useful bit 
of public service in sketches 
like these. “Please, we’re not 
monkeys in a cage,” he pleads 
as the ushers drag him out of 
the studio audience to be mar- 
ried on a national network. 


But his reluctance does him 
no good and he is dragged kick- 
ing and screaming in front‘of the 
cameras. It must have reminded 
many people of Lowell Thomas’s 
appearance on “This Is Your 
Life.” Last year Caesar did an- 
other spoof on the teen-age rock 
’n’ roll programs which ended 
with Caesar crying: “Is this all 
there is? Is this it? We’re sick! 
We need help.” It was both funny 
and pointed as a blade, which is 
what comedy should be. 

Caesar has Jackie Gleason’s 
ex-bride, Miss Audrey Meadows, 
as his sidekick and stage wife 
and I can’t think of a happier 
combination. Miss Meadows is 
a female clown of great resource- 
fulness and ferocious authority. 
My only complaint is that they're 
making her a little too sweet on 
the Caesar show. It’s when she 
levels her eyelashes and uncoils 
her sharp little tongue that I 
like her best.

“Faust” and a whole lot of 
nonsense all rolled into one, 
was pure joyous buffoonery 
and wonderful fun. 

Jose Ferrer, an actor with a 
marvelous flair for burlesque, 
played Mephistopheles; the 
orchestra engaged in some 
really ingenious spoofs of opera- 
tic arias around such melodies 
as “Sonny Boy” and Caesar, 
who likes to talk English dis- 
guised as a foreign language, 
was in his element singing Itali- 
anated English, changing from 
an old man into a young one 
(‘and they said it couldn’t be 
done’’) and finally stabbing him- 
self with gusto (‘‘That hurts’’).

As for Mrs. Ethridge’s back- 
ground, she was born in Savan- 
nah, Ga., and was christened 
“Willie’’” when she disappointed 
her father by not being a boy. 
The father’s name was William. 
She was tagged with Willie, and 
a brother who came later was 
named William Jr. 


“Being named Willie has com- 
pensations,” she laughs. “I’m 
always getting letters asking me 
to join the Y.M.C.A.” 

Mrs. Ethridge has four chil- 
dren and 11 grandchildren. 


“Not bad,” she says, “when 
I’ve got only three of my four 
children on the production line.” 

How Mrs. Ethridge has found 
time to write 10 books while tak- 
ing care of a family, a big home, 
a garden and civic duties not 
even she can explain. 

“Things sometimes get in 
pretty bad shape around the 
house,” she chuckles. ‘‘The other 
day my husband, Mark, suggest- 
ed that | take time off and de- 
clare a ‘Let's change the light 
bulbs day.’ Seems like most of 
the light bulbs had burned out 
and I hadn’t even noticed. I 
think I'll buy my husband a 
flashlight for Christmas.” 

A trim five feet five inches, 
Mrs. Ethridge says she only oc- 
casionally pays any attention to 
diet. 

“Then,” she says, “I usually 
go at it in some ridiculous way— 
you know, like making the old 
fashioneds with saccharin.” 


For all the humor and fun in 
‘Russian Duet,’”’ there is food 
for thought. Mrs. Ethridge hopes 
that some among the 10,000 tour- 
ists who will have visited Russia 
this year come home with some 
thoughts about how we are going 
to live with the Russians in years 


to come. She isn’t too hopeful, 


however. Most of them will 
probably come back with little 
except impressions of how poor- 
ly the Russians are dressed, how 
much work Russian women do, 
and how many sink stoppers are 
missing from the wash basins of 
Moscow hotels. 


“I haven’t been brainwashed,”’ 
Mrs. Ethridge sighs. “It’s just 
that the Soviet Union has to be 
really seen to be believed. So 
far, she’s ‘under construction.’ 
But what happens when the con- 
struction is finished?” 


Mrs. Ethridge doesn’t pretend 
to know the answer to her own 
question. She only believes that 
we're going to have to get over 
our notions that the Russians are 
a nation of barbarians and learn 
that they ‘‘are people much more 
likeable than we realize.”

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the best opening lead. He knew 
South had great length and 
strength in the black  syits; 
hence the opening lead had to 
be in hearts or diamonds. West 
also knew that his partner had 
an ace, since otherwise South 
would have bid five notrump to 
check on kings instead of jump- 
ing to six spades. 

In short, West wanted to lead 
the suit in which his partner 
held the ace. But how was he to 
know which suif this was? 

When. the hand was played, 
West guessed wrong. He led the 
jack of hearts. 

South considered going up 
with the ace of hearts -and 
staking the slam on a later 
finesse in clubs. However, West 
had made the opening lead with 
such apparent agony that he was 
almost surely marked with the 
king of hearts. 

For this reason South finessed 
the queen of hearts at. the first 
trick. The finesse worked, and 
South discarded the singleton 
diamond on the ace of hearts, 
drew trumps and claimed the 
slam even though the club 
finesse failed. 

Was there any way for West 
to choose the right opening lead? 
There was a slight indication 
that should have steered West 
in the right direction. 

North wanted to play the hand 
at notrump wth ace-queen in 
one red suit and only the queen 
in the other. He would expect a 
lead in the major suit and would 
therefore tend to be stronger in 
hearts than in diamonds. (When 
a defender has a clear opening 
lead, he makes it; when he is in 
doubt, he tends to lead a major 
rather than a minor suit.) J 

Hence West should open a dia- 
mond rather than a heart.
